Grappling

rain-swollen 
waters of Conewago creek was re­ 
sumed today for the body of H arry 
Stein, Jr.. 15, son of Mr and Mrs.

about two miles above the breast of 
Dicks dam at 7:30 o'clock Monday 
night. 
State police of the Gettysburg 
substation said that Stein went to

J. Hoover, York, and a companion. 
Paul Garbrick, 19, of York R. 5. to 
look over a camp near the dam 
which they wanted to rent for a 
York boys’ club in August.. 
Youth Was Warned 
G arbrick, who was reputed to be 
a good swimmer, went in the creek 
to sw im, while Rev. Hoover remained 
on the bank. Police said Stein was 
not an expert swimmer and was ad ­ 
vised to stay out of the stream, which 
had risen and overflowed at this 
point until It was about 75 feet wide 
and six feet and more in depth. 
G arbrick was in swimming when 
he saw Stein being carried toward 
him in the swift current, police said. 
Stein called out: “Help, I can't stay 
up, I have a cram p in my leg,” po­ 
lice said they were told by O ar- 
brick, 
Police said Garbrick told them 
th a t he swam toward Stein, an d 
grabbed him by his hair, but th a t 
Stein got his arms around hts neck 
and was strangling him. Stein said 
he dove under water to force Stein 
to release his hold. He fought free 
and came up, grabbing Stein again. 
Stein then grabbed him again, and 
Garbrick said he was unable to hold 
him and Stein started floating away.

BEVIN TRACES 
BRITAIN'S WOES 
TO U.S. POLICY 


London, July 19 (ZP)—Foreign Sec­ 
retary Ernest Bevin last night blam ­ 
ed a large part of B ritain’s dollar 
crisis on high support prices paid 
Am erican farmers by the U nited 
S tates government. 
He told the House of Com m ons 
such prices are as much p a rt of a 
“welfare state” as socialized B ritain ’s 
free health service and nationaliza­ 
tion of industry. 
Some 
Conservatives 
(W inston 
C hurchills party) have denounced 
high taxation to finance social bene­ 
fits as largely responsible for the 
current crisis. They have declared 
th a t funds from the “free e n te r­ 
prise” United States should not be 
used to make up deficits incurred 
by Socialist spending. 
Bevin told opponents of the Labor 
(Socialist) government the "w elfare 
sta te ” should not be brought into 
the argum ent because it is develop­ 
ing everywhere. 
“Tile United States Is as m uch a 
welfare state as this country, al­ 
though in a different form ,”,” he 
told the House in a debate over 
B ritain ’s loss of gold and dollar ex­ 
change. 
Cripps Coining To U. S. 
M any of B ritain’s disappearing 
dollars have gone for the products 
of American agriculture. 
“One of our troubles in the bal­ 
ance of payments is the fact th a t 
the United States, in carrying out its 
development as a welfare state, has 
given basic prices to Its agriculture,’’ 
said Bevin. 
T he debate in Commons followed 
a m eeting of finance m inisters of the 
eight British commonwealths look­ 
ing towards a common solution of 
their dollar problem. 
S ir Stafford Cripps, B ritish eco­ 
nomic boss, will carry the final pro­ 
posals to W ashington in S eptem ­ 
ber after his return from a colitis 
cure in a Swiss hospital.

sia. 
The lesson from World War II is 
bt ill clear Before 1939 the w estern 
powers were un-allied and we stood 
aloof until Hitler had overun them. 
If they had been allied solidly and 
he had known we'd fight for them, 
Hitler m ight not have started the 
war ut all.

Poultry

The most common internal para­ 
site. of chickens are the intestinal 
round worm and the cecal worm. 
Cue ought to consider that those 
pests are most prolific, and always 
ready to establish a "beach head" in 
susceptible hosts, in our case: the 
chicken. Old birds are rarely worm 
free, a 
reason 
why 
young 
ones 
should not be allowed to run with 
oldsters. 
Worm eggs laid by the female 
which is living in the chicken’s in­ 
testines are passed out with the 
bird's droppings. 
Under favorable 
conditions it takes the worm egg 
IC-16 days to become infectious on 
the ground, and when eaten by sus­ 
ceptible bird>, the young worm will 
bt* liberated from 
the 
shell 
and 
tarts living and growing in the 
bud's intestinal tract. 
Good m an­ 
agement can protect chickens from 
.ating those infectious worm eggs 
but not IOO per cent. 
If you have comparatively many 
under-developed and weak, young 
birds you better suspect worm in­ 
testation: in older birds when egg 
production goes down without other 
visible 
reasons, it 
also is good to 
suspect 
worms. 
However, definite 
diagnosis can not be made without 


STEEL OUTPUT 
NOT AFFECTED 


P ittsb u rg h , Ju ly 19 t/P) — Steel 
flowed from the nation’s furnaces 
today—almost as though last week’s 
production-disturbing strike threat 
had never been. 
Many steel producers .started to 
put mills out of .service Friday be­ 
fore the industry's capitulation to 
President T rum an’s request for a 60- 
day truce with Philip Murray’s CTO- 
United Steelworkers. 
Some furnaces—the vital heart of 
a mill—were banked In preparation 
for extended Idleness. 
Normally an Industry-wide move 
of this nature would practically cut 


off the nations output of steel for 
d»vs or even weeks. However, last 
» 
.ms shutdown was not concerted 
throughout the industry or complete 
within most mills. 
As a spokesman for U. S. Steel 
Corp.—Goliath of American Steel 
producers—put it: 
"Production is due for about a 
three or four day curtailment, We 
started getting back to full operation 
Friday. Since we normally have little 
activity during a week-end, there 
actually will be little loss in sched­ 
uled output.”

Berlin, July 19 /Pi—-Pope Pius XII 
told Germ an Catholics Sunday no 
government that 
denies God can 
survive.
